THE ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL. 

Legislation of any kind ‘is usually 
the product of’ compromise. When it 
is a question of reorganizing the army,. 
negotiations between the Senate and 
House are .protracted over months. 
The Senate is dispc.:d to carry. out 
the ideas of the War Department, 
which :is the medium of the ‘views of 
the General Staff. The House, ‘more 
ot less under the influence of those 
who fear, or who, affect to fear, vili- 
tarism, is inclimed to oppose.the plans 
of the Géneral -Staff. -Conferees of 
the House and Senate have.just agreed 
upon an army reorganization bill, and 
the Senate representatives have I: -d to 
recede from the proposals of universal 
training, federalization of the National 
Guard (which was to be optional with 
the States), and automatic revival of 
the . wartime selective act in an 

Universal training with a small reg- 
ular army would be économical in the 
long run, and the country would be 
ready for war, but the people are not 
in a mood for universal training. “The, 
alternative was a large regular army. 
Its strength. under the reorganization 
bill is to be 297,000 officérs and men, 
including the Philippine Scouts, or al-: 
most. three times: the complement of 
the army of pre-war times. It will 
prove to be a costly establishment; 
yet in the absence of unive:- _1 training 
the nation’s second line of defense, the 
first line being the navy, must be a 
considerable force of! regulars, always 
prepared to take the field. “Federaliza-. 
tion of the National Guard would pro- 
vide a stronger reinforcement than a 
guard of what is called ** the pre-war 
status,’’ But the cry in the House 
that the Genera] Staff was scheming 
to abolish the militia organization of 
the States— Mr. CLARK of Missouri 
talked heatedly of Prussianism—com- 
pelled the Senate conferees to abandon 
a proposal to allow the States to de- 
‘cide for. or against federalizing their 
militia... Perhaps it is better to have 
a uniform system, whatever it is. That 
the War Department will be able to 
keep enlistments in the regular army 
ap to authorized strength may be 
doubted. It was hard enough to fil 
the ranks of the pre-war army. Evi- 
dently the reofganizatio: pk... will be 
experimental.

effect that ““It would be a reflection 
upon the - ty to assume that He 
would: create people incapable of self- 
government and leavyd them ‘to be the 
victims of kings and emperors.”’ 

I feel sure that your argument is 
based‘on a misapprehension of the real 
and underlying reason for a-mandate in 
the case of -thée Armenians. The sug- 
gestion of mandate is made not, at all 
because. the people of Armenia are in- 
capable of self-government; quite the 
contrary, it is because they are capable 
of it, byt are throttled: by circumstances 
which are. certairily not to be ascribed 
to the Almighty. Possibly you have, 
for the moment, forgotten that a large 
section of the Armenians declared their 
independence over two years ago and 
have exercised the sacred right of self- 
government ‘ever since. It is not for 
these primarily that a mandate is pro- 





benefits if they so choose to join. their 
brothers in Turkey. The mandate is 
proposed for that portion of Armenia 
which is now under ‘Turkish domination, 
and which, unless some large and pow- 
erful nation steps in to give them aid,
